Caste, like a terrible nightmare, is 
firmly fastened upon the social life of 
India. It will take generations of civil- 
izing influence to make these lethargic 
people realize that the system is evil. It 
is not easy for us to understand it. The 
following description, by a gentleman in 
India, shows a little of its pernicious 

During a severe famine, a man, with 
his wife and child, applied to a mission- 
ary for help. They had come from a dis- 
tance, and were thin and pinched with 
hunger. Pood was at once brought, but, 
hungry as they were, tney would not 
touch it. The child was on the ground 
hunting for and eating the raw rice that 
was scattered about the door.

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The Air Gun. 

le air-gun is simply a pneumatic en- 
gine, for the purpose of discharging bul- 
lets by the elastic force of compresscc 
It is not known exactly when or bj 

n it was first invented, but it was 
certainly in use in France three centuries 
ago. It is probable that had not 
gunpowder been discovered at so early a 
date aii-guns might have been made very 
effective. They are usually made in the 
form of muskets, haviug a hollow stock, 
which is filled with compressed air from 
a force-pump. The lock is nothing more 
than a valve, which lets into the barrel a 
part of the compressed air from the stock 
when the trigger is pulled. The gun is 
loaded with wadding and bullet in the 
ordinary way, and the bullet is driven 
from the barrel by the expansive action 
of the air. The range of the gun de- 
pends upon its size and the amount and 
degree of compression of the air. The 
velocity of the bullet is proportioned to the 
square foot of the degree of compression 
of the air. Under the pressure of fifty 
atmospheres, or 750 pounds, for instance, 
the impulse given to the ball is almost 
equal to that of an ordinary charge of 
gunpowder. Air-guns arc- sometimes 
made in the form of walking sticks, so 
they can be readily used for purposes of 
defense. Air-guns are generally regard- 
ed as somewhat unsafe, but it is not 
known that any law has ever been enact- 
ed against them. In the hands of inexpe- 
rienced or malicious persons they are cap- 
able of doing much mischief. — Inter-

An Entertaining Romance of Long 
- Ago in Pennsylvania.

below Union Gap. The Signal 
was on hand with the expectation of 
capturing an interesting item, but the 
mummeries which were weird and fasci- 
nating were at the same! time entirely un- 
intelligible. At the head of the Gap on 
a promontory a large white flag floated 
from a pole, and two miles further on 
ite and orange flags marked the 
' building or shack where the 
exercises were being conducted. The 
medicine house, for so it proved to be, 
was about seventy feet in length and 
completely covered with the matting. 
From the inside came the monotonous 
chant of many voices and the steady beat- 
ing of Indian drums, but although the 
Signal representative and a young lady 
who accompanied him walked completely 
around the structure they could find no 
entrance, and were debating a plan of 
action, when a fly of the matting sud- 
denly flew up immediately in front of 
i, and the hideous painted face of a 
fantastically clad siwash presented itself 
v and nearly scared the young lady 
into convulsions. A friendly wave of 
the hand, however, disarmed fear and 
ushered the pilgrims before a scene of 
barbaric grotesqueness which would tax 
the pen of a Dumas to describe. 

On a platform covered with skins, at 
one end of the lodge, Indian children 
were crowded, and in front of the little 
ones was the orchestra of six huge bucks 

made of sheepskin stretched over empty 
e boxes. Along the length of the 
temple or lodge were ranged the buck: 
tuid the klootchmen on tin 
other. They were all clad in gorgeou: 
costumes and the many-colored blankets 
and prints gave a rainbow appearance to 
the worshipers. Their faces were paint- 
ed with orange, blue, red and white 
paints, and when there was any consider- 
able space of solid color there would ap- 
pear fairly well executed figures of 
moons, stars, birds and beasts, in con 
trasting tints. All had fans of feather 
and many wore head-dresses of fine furs 
feathers, and even the horns of animals 
There are various pum-pum; 
during the year for divers objects, the 
one just celebrated being Tumanimus, oi 
Chinook dance, held for the purpose o: 
propitiating the Deity and bringing 01 
the warm winds from the Orient to carrj 
off the snows. When the winters an 
usually hard the Indians do severe peir 
ance, and three years ago, when the cat 
tie and the Cayuses were dying by the 
hundreds, the Tumanimus lasted foi 
ten days, and the self-inflicted punish, 
ments were of a rigid nature. Sa-lu- 
skin, one of the head Indians, took a 
dull knife and hewed out great blocks of 
flesh lrom his arms, singing and dancing- 
all of the time in religious frenzy. The 
next observance is the festival of the 
"reburial of the dead," when the bones 
of Indians who have died or been killed 
will be exhumed, covered with new 
blankets and exposed to the view of rel- 
atives. Then comes the salmon dance, 
at which the Great Spirit is entreated to 
send a free run of that succulent fish 
which form so prominent a factor in the 
Indian food supply. 

The recent Tumanimus was under the 
direction of Co-ti-ah-kin the head medi- 
cine man, who directed the observances 
by means of a bell. For hours and 
hours the Indians would dance and chant 
their songs, which are not devoid of 
harmony, until tired nature could bear 
no longer, and then they would fall on 
their knees and offer up their "aniens' 
to the exhortations of the medicine man. 
The singing and prayers were all in the 
native language, and even the lookers-on 
re familiar with the jargon were 
o catch the drift of the importu- 



The Sinking of the Tecumsoh 

This accident occurred during the at- 
tack made by Admiral Farragut on tha 
defenses of Mobile, August 5, 1864. Far- 
ragut had been blockading this port with 
his squadron, ever since the beginning of 
the year, but had been unwilling to make 
any attack upon the forts, because he hac 
nothing but wooden vessels. In the lat- 
ter part of July four monitors were sent 
to him, the Tecumseh, Winnebago, Man- 
hattan and Chickasaw, and immediate 
preparations were made to attempt the 
entry of the bay. Eearly on the morning 
of August 5, the fleet, headed by the Te- 
cumseh, moved up the bay. At about 7 
o'clock, when the head of the column 
came abreast of the fort, the latter 
opened fire, and the action soon became 
general. The Tecumseh had fired two 
guns, and had loaded and was about to 
Are again, when a large torpedo exploded 
under her, blowing an enormous hole in 
her bottom, just under the turrets. She 
lurched from side to side, careened vio- 
lently over, and went down head fore- 
most. An incident is told of her brave 
commander, Captain Craven, that should 
always be linked with his name, as Sid- 
ney's is with the cup of cold water. At 
the instant of the explosion, the pilot and 
he instinctively made for the narrow 
opening leading to the turret below. Cra- 
ven drew back. "After you, pilot," ho 
said. There was no afterward for him; 
the pilot was saved, but he went down 
with his ship. Captain Jouett, of the 
Metacomet, on seeing the Tecumseh go 
down, instantly sent a boat to the rescue 
of her crew, in charge of Ensign Nields, 
an officer of the volunteer navy. The 
boat pulled toward the wreck, and suc- 
ceeded in saving the pilot and nin 
the ship's company. Two officers 
five men had also escaped in one of the 
Tecumseh's boats, which was towing 
alongside, and four swam to the fort, 
where they were made prisoners; thus 
from, over one hundred men on the 
wrecked ship, twenty-one were saved.-- 
Inter Ocean.

The Pilgrimage to Mecca. 

Extraordinary percautions are to be 
taken this year, in connection with the 
annual pilgrimage to Mecca, so as to pre- 
a fresh inroad of cholera from Ara- 
bia into Europe. Especial care is to be 
taken by the Indian government in regard 
these pilgrimages, so as to avoid the 
dread diseases caused by overcrowding 
and the lack of ample provisions and wa- 
ter. Every year several thousands of In- 
dian Mohammedans perform the hag or 
pilgrimage to the holy cities. The gov- 
ernment has legislated for the pilgrims, 
and has laid down stringent regulations 
for their conveyance from Indian ports to 
Jedda. Special passports have been es- 
tablished to allow them to land at Jedda, 
and a Mohammedan protector of pilgrims 
has been appointed at Bombay, in order 
to further take care of them. Special pro- 
visions have been inserted in the native 
passenger ships act with regard to the fit- 
ting and provisioning of pilgrim ships, 
which are now bound to carry a qualified 
medical officer if there are more than one 
hundred pilgrims on board, and similar 
percvjtticns will be taken in Egypt and 
on the transit of the Turks, through the 
Red sea. Jedda is the port for Mecca, 
the holy city being about three days' 
journey inland. It is the birthplace of 
Mohammed, who was driven from that 
city to Medina, A. D., 622; hence that 
ipoch is called the hegira, or the flight 
of the Mohammedan era, from which 
their dates are reckoned. The port for 
Medina (one hundred miles inland), 
where the prophet died, is Yembo, 180 
miles north of Jedda. The performance 
of the haj takes place in August. Last 
year over ninety thousand pilgrims land- 
ed at Jedda alone, while huge caravans 
were directed to the holy city from 
other points of the compass.

How Children Grow: 

A remarkable physiological discovery 
has been made by Rev. Mailing Hansen, 
principal of the Danish institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb. During a period of 
three years, he has made frequent careful 
measurements and weighings of the 130 
children under his charge, and has 
reached the conclusion that the body 
does not increase evenly in bulk and 
height throughout the year, but that dur- 
some months the child accumulates 
bulk and remains stationary in height, 
while at another time there is growth in 
stature with comparatively little increase 
in weight. These results are confirmed 
by similar experiments in several smaller 
institutions in Denmark.

A CASE OF BRIBERY. 



In the centre companion way of most 
Atlantic steamers there is framed a pub- 
lic notice which attracts a good deal of 
attention from the passengers on the way 
over. It is published by the British Gov- 
ernment, and is to the effect that any 
person offering a bribe to one of Her 
, Majesty's custom? officials will be heavily 
fined. The amount of this fine ia men- 
tioned, either £40 or £100 or something 
of that sort. The contemplation of this 
notice for nine or ten days every time a 
person goes up the centre companionway 
is calculated to give that person a very 
great respect for the unbribability of the 
Liverpool customs offices. Tho Ameri- 
can Government has no such notices 
posted up anywhere that I 
Whether it is because it is so well known 
that the American customs officer nevei 
.under any circumstance accepts a bribe, 
or whether the government fears that the 
public would regard the posting of a no- 
tice as a joke, I have not been able to 
ascertain. 

I have never met anyone yet who would 
bribe a 'Liverpool customs officer. The 
penalty which has stared him in tiie face 
during the voyage is apt to discourage 
all such attempts. However, there are 
few things which a person could take 
into England on which duty is ax acted. 
I believe the customs officers have a 
prejudice against dynamite, against pi- 
rated reprints of English books, against 
tobacco and some things of that sort, 
but; as a general thing, the American 
traveler carries nothing with hira on which 
duty could be charged.

The Basques. 

The Basques are a peculiar race who 
from the earliest times have inhabited 
both slopes of the Pyrenees Mountains. 
They have a population of about 800,000, 
somewhat less than a fourth of this num- 
ber living on tho French side of the 
mountains and the others on the Spanish 
side. But though their country has 
been, through the ages, nominally under 
the control of more than one loreii-n 
power, no domination of Carthagenian, 
Gothic, Saracen, French or Spanish rule, 
has ever really conquered this fearless 
people or changed in any way their pe- 
culiar characteristics. They are a robust 
and active race, of a darker complexion 
than the Spaniards. Their women are 
beautiful and skilled in all outdoor work 
They are a simple race, but proud, im- 
petuous, light-hearted and hospitable. 
Their agricultural methods are rude, but 
they are so industrious that want is hard- 
ly known among them. They have few 
cities or villages, but their small dwell- 
ings are scattered over all the heights of 
the Pyrenees. Politically they are di- 
vided into districts, each of which 
chooses annually an alcaide, who is both 
civil and a military officer, and a mem- 
ber of the supreme junta, which meets 
every year for deliberation on matters of 
general interest. Their rights are pro- 
tected by written constitutions granted 
by ancient Spanish kings. The early 
history of this remarkable people is un- 
known; they are supposed to be descen- 
dants of the early inhabitants of Spain 
before the country was invaded by the 
Celts. They are known to the Romans 
as tho Cantabri. Their language, which 
is preserved among them in its pristine 
purity, is altogether different from tho 
other languages of Europe.— Inter-Ocean.

The 
manni were routed, and on Christ- 
day of the same year Clovis and 
several thousand of his soldiers were 
baptized. Thus far we have veritable 
history, but we must regard as legendary 
the conclusion of the tale, that on the 
of his baptism an angel from heaven 
?ented King Clovis with a blue ban- 
embroidered with golden fleun-der 
which he was to adopt as the banner 
of France. Probably sweet Clotilda her- 
broidered the lilies and person- 
ated — as she well might- the angel. 
However this may have been, from the 
time of Clovis to the French Revolution 
the Kings of France bore as their arms 
an indefinite number, and latterly three 
golden lilies on an azure field. — Inter- 

Saccharine. 

A curious chemical product has been 
recently described, which is of more 
than ordinary interest, as it may possibly 
become of technical importance as a rival 
to sugar. The substance was discovered 
by Dr. Constantine Fahlberg, and christ- 
ened by him saccharine. In 1879, Dr. 
Fahlberg observed 1 hat when this new 
substance was mixed with a little starch 
sugar the product very closely resembled 
in taste ordinary cane sugar. It is ex- 
tremely sweet to the taste — several hun- 
dred times sweeter than starch or cane 
sugar. When taken into the animal 
economy it does not appear to undergo 
any change, and, therefore, may be safe- 
ly eaten. As it is not, tnerefore, a food 
of itself, it may be made to serve a use- 
ful purpose in preparing and rendering 
palatable, foods and medicines where 
sugar is forbidden, as, e. g., in cases of 
mellitus. One or two parts of 
saccharine to a thousand parts of starch 
sugar forms a most excellent substitute for 
cane sugar where body and sweetness are 
desired, as in confectionery, preserves, 
As regards the cost of manufacture, 
expensive, but even at the present 
prices, a mixture of saccharine and 
starch sugar could be produced at a less 
figure than the corresponding amount of 
Such at least are the doc. 
tor's claims, — Chicago Tribune. 



The Rev. John Edwards of Wheelock, 
Indian Territory, a missionary of the 
Presbyterian 'Church, said in the course 
of a recent interview with an Indian- 
apolis Journal reporter: 

"The Choctaw is a fine sounding 
tongue, declared by Walter Lowry, once 
a United States senator, and fully cap- 
able of judging, as being the finest 
language in the world for oratory, 
easy to learn enough of it for trading 
purposes, but to learn it thoroughly ' 
very difficult. It has more words than 
most Indian tongues, the lexicon 
.taining about 10,000. The Choctaws 
for over fifty years have had publications 
in their language. They use the 
Roman alphabet, with some modifica- 
tions. There are twenty-two letters. 
They now have a regular representative 
form of government, and have had for 
many years. Their principal chief is 
Edmund McCurtain. This officer is 
elected every two years. Thomas Mc- 
Kinney has recently been elected his suc- 
cessor. The Choctaw capital is Tush- 
kahomma. They have a general council, 
consisting of a senate and a house of rep- 
resentatives, and have county, district 
and supreme courts. The Choctaw na- 
tion had the prohibitory liquor law thirty 
years before Maine, and it was in their 
constitution thirty years before Kansas 
enforced fairly well, par- 
ticularly as the United States intercourse 
laws prohibit the introduction of intoxi- 
cating liquors into the territory. As tc 
" e general laws of the nation, they are 
•t as well enforced as they might be. 
"One of their young men, brother of 
e recently elected principal chief, 
graduated at Yale divinity school last 
The fact that a white man 
Tying a native woman, se- 
cures tho rights of a citizen in the na- 
tion is a strong inducement to many men 
to intermarry with tho Choctaws. This, 
in course of time, will eliminate the 
Choctaw blood and bring about a solu- 
tion of the Indian question so f«r as they 
are concerned. Of the five civilized 
tribes of the Indian territory it has been 
found by enumeration that 55 per cent, 
of them can real. Tho proportion of 
the Cherokees who can read, as com- 
pared with the Choctaws, is greater than 
that of the latter nation, while the 
Creeks who can read are fewer in num- 
ber tlian tho Choctaws. Sequoya, or 
George Guess, as he was called, was a 
ChocUw, who invented a syllabic alpha- 
bet foi his people. It contains eighty- 
five characters, and to read, all one 
need Jo is to mention the names of the 
letters. A smart Cherokee will learn to 
read in a few hours. Sequoya formed a 
bettor alphabet for them than a white 
man rauld have made. The Choctaw 
alphabet is phonetic, and therefore 
learned with greater ease than English. 
I stipp.se that fully 10,000 of the Choc- 
taw na ion do not understand English. 
"Th Choctaws live almost wholly by 
agriculture. They are all farmers and 
geiieraly poor farmers, though 
them aje quite good. A few are large 
farmers There is an erroneous impres- 
ceruing Indian territory. The 
land is lot, as many suppose, very fer- 
% great deal of waste land 
there am a great deal of poor land. 
There i. a considerable admixture of 
bite bbod with the Indian race, and 
is constantly increasing. The 
Choctawlands are held in common, and 
by intermarriage, gets 
Choctaw citizenship and equal righti 
land, hoping them as long as he does 
white woman. The native 
populatia of the nation is between 
13,000 ad 14,000. They have two 
boardingchools, each with one hundred 
pupils — oie at Spencer for boys and one 
at New Hpe for girls. They have an 
orphan se.ool at Wheelock for boys. 
It has fify pupils, and a similar school 
for girls a Wheelock has fifty pupils. 
They are aying much attention to edu- 
cation. There is a provision for neigh- 
borhood stools that wherever there are 
ten pupils school maybe established, 
the teacher to be paid $2 a month for 
each pupil. The law makes attendance 
of child rei at school compulsory,

Spires,

erly belongs. In all ages and countries 
there has been an apparent tendency to 
carry buildings to as great a height as 
possible, and hence have originated the 
various architectural forms of pyramids 
and obelisks, towers in endless variety, 
domes of various shapes — classic, Byzan- 
tine and Saracenic—the minarets of the 
east and tall monumental pillars; but 
the spire, obvious as its form seems in it 
pure simplicity, was unknown in archi- 
tecture till toward the end of the 11th 
century. There have been many dis- 
ons, somewhat unprofitable, though 
interesting, as to the source whence the 
mediaeval builders drew their first ideas 
of the pointed arch and spire, and gen- 
opinion has apparently settled to the 
conclusion that the pointed arch was 
simultaneously suggested to the various 
nations of Europe by the sight of the 
Saracenic arch during tho crusades. If 
were really so, it must be added 
that the Christian builders improved so 
vastly upon any hints they may have re- 
ceived from the cast that all traces of 
such origin rapidly disappeared. The 
spire, however, is a purely self- envoi ved 
feature, which originated in the general 
tendency of pointed architecture, com- 
pletely independent of external hints or 
examples. Among other suppositions it 
has been said that the form of the spire 
might have been suggested by the pyra- 
mids or obelisks of Egypt; but there are 
so many points of dissimilarity between 
these objects and tho true spire that it is 
extremely unlikely. —American Archi-

A Spanish Tlow. 

The latest novelty iu plows is at pre- 
sent being used in Spain. It works the 
land to a depth of 30 inches, and turns 
furrow 2 feet wide. It is drawn by 
two 16 horse -power engines. The instru- 
ment is constructed on the patent balance- 
plow principle, but of very strong pro- 
portions. It is a one furrow plow, but 
fitted with two skifes, the first turning a 
furrow 16 inches wide and 14 inches 
deep, the second following to a depth 
of 30 inches and turning over a furrow 
24 inches wide, leaving the land i 
pletely loosened to a depth of 2 feet 6 
inches. Drawn by the steam engines, 
the account in a foreign exchange says it 
is possible with this plow to turn over 
four acres per day. In cases where it is 
not necessary to turn up the land to this 
great depth, but simply to stir up the 
under-soil, all that is required is to take 
off the last skife and in its place fix a 
U tyne, which will go to the depth 
or 30 inches. 



Balls That Hit in Battle. 

The question has often been raised 
what proportion of balls exchanged by 
hostile armies will hit their mark and 
kill? Difficult as it is to solve it exactly, 
some approximate result may be arrived 
at from the number of balls— estimated 
at 20, 000, 000— which were fired by the 
Germans ia the war of 1870-71. The 
French army lost, in dead and wounded, 
about 140,000 men. According to this, 
only one ball out of 143 fired hit its man, 
and, assuming that on an average only 1 
out of 7 hit was actually killed, it 
would seem that only one rifle ball in 
858 proved fatal. If it is further con- 
sidered that the number of men wound- 
ed and killed by the guns of the artillery 
included in the above estimate, it 
may safely be said that not over one 
rifle ball in 1,000 fired proves to be fatal.

A Letter from a Lumpkin County 
Boy in the Far West. 

The following letter was received 

lately by one of the Professors of 

tbe College, and will interest those 

who are acquainted with the writer: 

Simpson, Kan., Oct. 31st, 1886. 

I feel like may be you would ap- 
preciate a short letter from me. 
For a lack of something else I will 
tell you what I have been doing 
since I came to Kansas. When 1 
first came I had a fair prospect of 
a school, but failed to get 
that left me in a place to soon get 
the "blues." But I thought may 
be it would be best not to get too 
impatient all at once, bO I went to 
school during the winter, work 
on the farm during the spring, and 
later I attended the Co mty Normal, 
at Beloit. I am teaching now and 
have been since the first of the 
month. While I am not doing as 
well as some teachers who have had 
considerable experience, yet I be- 
lieve I haven't any cause to grum- 
I have a six months term. Af- 
ter my school closes in the spring, I 
may ko to school for a few months. 
I would like to be in school at Dah- 
lonega about two years or three 
more, but I expect my school days 
there are over. 

Tbe country schools here are very 
good. Every district has as much 
as five months school each year, and 
some of them have as many as nine 
and ten. The average wages paid 
to male teachers last term was 



something over thirty-nine dollars, 
and to female teachers a little over 
' thirty-one dollars per month. Each 
district has its own director, treas- 
urer and clerk, and as soon as a 
month is up you have only to get an 
order from the clerk and director 
and the treasurer then pays you off. 

Professor, how is the College 
just now' There has been so many 
changes that I feared this year 
would be a hard one. From what 
I hear everything is all right, and I 
hope I understand it right. Yes I 
am anxious for the College to grow 
and hope how well she may do. 

I will ever cherish the fondest 
recollections of the old College and 
all who were connected with it, and 
look back wi th pleasure to the time 
I spent there as the happiest period 
of my life, I hope how soon I may 
come back, though for a short time. 
Please remember me kindly to Prof, 
Wilson, and all my friends gener- 
ally.

The Latest Society freak. 

"The antique lantern that shed its 
dim rays out upon an almost unperceiva. 
ble space of darkness to the satisfaction 
of our forefathers is the latest fashion- 
able relic of antiquity for parlor decora- 
tion on the market to-day," said the 
head of a Union square silver house to a 
reporter of the New York Mail and Ex- 
press.

Where it differs in point from the 
old lantern is that it derives its light 
from a small oil lamp, though the candle 
can be used if preferred. 

Mr. Charles Dudley Warner's humor- 
ous presentations in Harper's Magazine of 
the difficulty in continuing a woman's 
identity with her maiden name, after it 
is merged in that of her husband, calls 
attention, incidentally, to a real difficulty 
in deciding, when a woman is to be ad- 
dressed by letter, as to whether she is 
married or has been married. This will 
recognized as having often occasioned 
mbarrassment, and sometimes ludicrous 
n awkward results. A charming 
young lady of this city not long since, 
who had hardly reached her teens, found 
a letter in the post-office directed to her 
with the address of B. Hobart, Esq. (we 
do not, of course, give the real surname). 
The greatest difficulty in the matter is 
(hat single women are often offended in 
having it supposed that they are married, 
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of mind, if possible, at the suggestion 
that they are in a state of single blessed- 
ness. The Springfield Republican sug- 
> gests that it is allowable and proper for 
every woman, in addressing a stranger, 
to sign herself with her proper title in 
parenthesis before the name. It holds, 
indeed, that to omit it, in fact, is hardly 
proper. Time will be required to edu- 
cate women to the point of realizing 
this, but it will be an aid to others and 
may save themselves some mortification 
if they take this course. — Boston Herald. 

The Klrgt Woman's Club. 

The first club composed of and designed 
exclusively for women was founded in 
London ten years ago by a clergyman's 
widow, who saw the need of such an 
organization for. her sex. Its members 
now number 200, including the March- 
ioness Abergavenny and the Countess 
Bective and Guilford, who are sufficient 
to give it tone in England. The initia- 
tion fee and annual dues are each two 
guineas; members having the privilege 
of introducing kinswomen by blood or 
marriage at a guinea a person. It is 
considered quite aristocratic, scrupulous 
care being taken to look after antece- 
dents, but not the private morals, of all 
applicants. The Alexandra is another 
fashionable club, which men are never 
permitted to enter, even as guests or 
visitors. Those women only are eligible 
who would be admitted to the queen's 
drawing rooms. It began with 200 mem- 
bers, and now has 500. Initiation and 
dues are two guineas. The Alexandra 
has bedchambers, where members may 
make their toilet for the evening or may 
stay for a limited period at a stipulated 
price. It is two years old, and nourish- 
ing. The Somerville is a club for work- 
ing women; annual dues, five shillings; 
no initiation. Lectures, debates and 
other entertainments occur every week, 
when all subjects, except theology, are 
discussed. It is eight years old, has 
1000 members, and is exceptionally pros- 
perous. It is said to have done a great 
deal of good, and will do much more. 

A Knitting Industry. 

Miss Augusta Jane Croold, Kingston, 
writes to The Irish Textile Journal with 
respect to the knitting industry which 
she has established on her late father's 
estates in the County Limerick. "It 
has been, on the whole," she says, "very 
successful. I began the industry in the 
summer of 1834, being desirious of pro- 
viding some remunerative employment 
for the cotter women, who had a good 
deal of idle time on hand, and whose 
ragged apparel betokened habits of un- 
tidiness as well as poverty. I was 
anxious to give them regular occupation 
in some kind of needlework, and after 
inquiries in Limerick as to what was 
likely to obtain sale, I set them to work 
upon handknit socks. They were greatly 
delighted at the prospect of earning 
something, and flocked in to get the 
work. Their first efforts were decidedly 
primitive, but after a little while they 
began to improve; and although the first 
consignments of socks sent to Messrs. 
MaoBirney, of Limerick, wero not very 
well shaped, yet they all sold off, and 
the manager, who was much interested 
in my attempt to establish a cottage in- 
t y, save further order.?. I took 
nt p.uns to teach the poor women to 
;i)it carefully, impressing on them that 
n custom they must make their 
orth purchase. By degrees they 
quite expert, and by dint of 
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they attained a degree of proficiency 
which was most crebitable. They soon 
began to take the greatest interest in 
their employment, and their intelligence 
and enthusiasm enabled them to improve 
so rapidly that the Athae wares have 
now attained a high reputation. The 
knittters can make various articles, but 
they exeel in socks and stockings, for 
which there is more sale than for caps, 
shawls, or jerseys.

Just outside the gate and across the 
way from the shop of the potato and 
pork merchant's there stands, as it has 
stood for a couple of centuries, the old 
Falstaff Inn, writes Catherine Cole from 
Canterbury, England, to the New Or- 
leans Picayune.

stupendous structure. But they have 
seen only one side of life on the Bridge.

Pasteur'* Cure for Hydrophobia. 

The Washington Star prints an inter- 
view with Dr. Reyburn, one of the late 
Pi\sident Garfield's physicians, on a 
visit which he recently made to the lab- 
oratory of Prof. Pasteur in Paris. 

"He lives," said Dr. Reyburn, "in one 
of those houses quite common in France, 
built about a square court. Around this 
court are the cages where he keeps the 
animals upon which he experiments. 
Within are the accommodations for hi3 
patients. He is a scientific, but not a 
medical man. I saw a number of his 
3, and talked with him for some 
Every morning the patients come 
reatment, which consists in in- 
jecting the virus of the rabies under the 
n at the waist, first one side and then 
the other. This is done about every 
other day, a stronger solution being used 
each time. He has ten solutions gradu- 
ating in degree of strength. He uses 
the weakest of these first and gradually 
gets up to the strongest, which, it is 
said would be fatal if taken first. He 
gets his virus from rabbits. He first in- 
jects the virus ojf a rabid dog into the 
neck of the . rabbit so as to affect the 
spinal m irrow. The animal usually dies 
in a few days, and the spinal marrow is 
put into solution for use upon the 

I "Are you convinced of the efficacy of 
this treatment?" 

"Well, hardly I should say. There 
are a great many difficulties in the way 
of getting positive proof. Prof. Pasteur 
told me that out of 1200 natives treated 
for the bites of rabid animals only three 
died, and of 600 foreigners who came 
from a long distance only 15 died. This 
Lid be a very good record if it were 
ain that all the patients had been 
"bitten by really rabid animals. But 
that you can't tell, people are so apt to 
think a dog mad that bites them. Nine 
chances out of ten they are mistaken. 
Hydrophobia is a very rare disease, and 
it seems quite remarkable that Prof. Pas- 
teur should have 1200 genuine cases 
from Franco alone. During twenty 
years of practice here I have known but 
one case in AVashington. So you see it 
is hard to tell just how much faith to put 
isi inoculation. I found on talking with 
physicians in Paris that they feel about 
as I do about it. They are not quite 
convinced yet, but are willing to be.

In the rush more men were 
drowned than were lost in the fight, and. 
as soon as the engine ceased working the 
boat slid down with the current and fin- 
ally sank in about twenty feet of water. 
All the time we were getting ashore oui 
lag was flying, and the enemy was oi 
ourse maintaining his fire. Our total 
oss was near forty men, and it was the 
general feeling among the men that 
most of them were uselessly slaughtered. 
There was nothing heroic in holding a 
position under the fire of a battery oi 
eighth and ten-inch guns, to which no 
reply could be made. Neither was it an 
act of bravery to keep a flag flying ovei 
a disabled and sinking vessel, littered 
with dead and wounded, and by that 
act insure the destruction of a score 
more of valuable lives.

The Convict Lease. 

We are glad to note the passage 
by the Georgia Senate of Mr. 
James' resolution calling for infor- 
mation in regard to the convict 
leases. It asks for information 
which may show that some of the 
lessees have violated the law and 
made their leases liable to forfei- 
ture. If so, we hope that the 
Legislature will promptly declare 
them forfeited and mafce some 
other disposition of their convicts. 
As at present employed, they bring 
no adequate revenue (only $25,000 
a year) to the State, and they come 
greatly into competition with hon- 
est labor. Of course the State is 
bound by its contracts, and if les- 
sees have in good faith stood by 
theirs, it cannot rightfully deprive 
them of their franchise, however 
disadvantageous the contract may 
be to the State or the people. 
But the question whether the les- 
sees have done this is the one which 
the resolution contemplates solv- 
ing. 

If the State recovers even one- 
fourth of the convicts, because of a 
violation of. their contracts by the 
lessees, it may with these commence 
a system of improvement which 
will commend itself to the favor of 
the people, and by its working en 
able the State to decide intelligent- 
ly what disposition it will make of 
the expiration of the remaining 
leases. We refer to the working 
and permanent improvement of the> 
publio roads, —Borne Courier.
